We need knowledge, but 
we must have gentleness and sweet­ 
ness of soul. 
A man without faith 
is a lost soul in a wilderness.

wanders around but never arrives. We 
may have a wealth of practical knowl­ 
edge and be spiritual paupers.

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LOWLY HMD WORTH 
ITS WEJOT IN GOLD 


The common, lowly, warty toad is 
worth its w eight in gold to any farm­ 
er, gardener, or florist says Leonard 
Hasemann, chairman of the depart­ 
ment of entomology of the 
Missouri 
College of Agriculture. 
Some grow­ 
ers even stock their 
gardens 
with 
toads. 
There are few animals so well adap­ 
ted or so efficient in destroying the 
crawling, hopping, and low-flying in­ 
sect pests as is the toad. 
No insect 
pest is too small or too large for the 
toad to tackle, and it ha* even been 
reported that large toads have been 
seen to eat small mice. If those who 
are so ready to kill the toad or who 
incorrectly look upon It as the pro 
ducer 
of 
warts only 
knew 
how 
many harmful insects toads destroy 
each summer, they would be 
more 
ready to protect this animated 
bag- 
trap. 
No cat after a mouse was ever more 
clever than the toad in stalking 
its 
prey. 
Approaching the moving prey 
the toad suddenly freezes when 
in 
about two inches 
of it. 
With 
the 
toad’s body 
slightly 
elevated 
and 
head down, the bug disappears so sud 
denly it cannot be followed with the 
eye. The toad’s moist, sticky tongue 
which is loose on the back end, 
is 
suddenly thrown forward, strikes its 
prey, and like a rubber band 
is 
so 
quickly drawn back into the mouth 
that it cannot be seen. No insect has 
a chance with ¿*uch a trap. 
Toads, the same as beneficial birds, 
soon recognize a 
favorable 
feeding 
place and may be seen feeding in the 
same garden or 
lawn 
night 
after 
night. Some persons even claim that 
the toad returns to these same haunts 
year after year. 
Snakes, and 
man 
with his carelessness and oftentimes 
wanton destruction, are the two worst 
enemies of this great human benefac 
tor. 
Farmers and gardeners in par- 
tiscular should realize the value 
of 
the toad as a destroyer of Insect pests.

TH E MARKET BASKET 
--- 
-The vegetable 
plate is always 
a 
pleasant variation in the 
diet 
but 
right now it begins to take on an 
added importance because local pro­ 
duce is moving to m arket in increas­ 
ing quantities 
and 
varieties. 
This 
means lower priced vegetables for, al­ 
though fresh vegetables are always 
on sale in large cities 
and 
most 
towns, the price may be beyond 
the 
reach of families who need to econ­ 
omize on their food. 
Potatoes in some form or other 
are the m ainstay of most meals and 
the vegetable dinner is no exception. 
The way in which the potatoes 
are 
prepared depends largely 
on 
the 
m anner in which the other vegetables 
are to be served. 
The accompanying 
menu, prepared by the Bureau 
of 
Home Economics of the U. S. D epart­ 
ment of Agriculture, illustrates how 
to take advantage of the oven for the 
dinner meal. 
Since scalloped tom a­ 
toes with salt pokr 
to be serv­ 


ed the potatoes are baked. 
Graham 
muffins are appetizing with this p ar­ 
ticular dinner and they can be baked 
at the same time. 
The other 
vegetable 
is 
spinach, 
chosen not only for its great 
food 
value but also because it is especially 
cheap now. 
A poached egg is served 
on the spinach, which should be chop­ 
ped fine, seasoned and form ed into a 
nest. 
The egg is an inexpensive but 
worthwhile addition 
to 
a vegetable 
plate, the bureau points out. 
It sup­ 
plies the necessary 
protein 
which 
most vegetables lack. 
Aside from the flavor, color, 
and 
variety wrhich vegetables bring to 
a 
meal and which in themselves 
are 
im portant, they are regarded 
from 
the standpoint of nutrition as 
ex­ 
cellent sources of m inerals and vita­ 
mins. The m inerals belong to a group 
of substances 
which 
regulate 
the 
functions of the body and help 
to 
build tissues. 
Throughout life 
and 
particularly so during the growing 
period the m inerals are essential 
to 
good health. 
Calcium, phosphorous, 
and iron are some of the m inerals that 
are found in vegetables and which are 
most likely to be lacking in the av­ 
erage American diet. 
Some adults have to acquire a taste 
for certain vegetables. 
"It is hard 
to teach an old dog new- tricks", but 
com paratively 
easy to 
teach 
the 
young child to like all vegetables. 
A four m o n th s old baby can 
have 
strained vegetable soup and two 
or 
three months later 
a thicker 
soup. 
Then sieved vegetables can 
follow. 
In this way a child learsn to like the 
various vegetable flavors before his 
taste is highly developed and while his 
food habits are being formed. 
The 
aim 
in cooking 
vegetables 
should be to increase their palatabil- 
ity, retaining as much of the n atu r­ 
al flavor, texture, and food value as 
is possible. 
In their natural colors 
and shapes vegetables look appetiz­ 
ing. 
Im proper cooking, unfortunately 
may often change their 
whole 
ap­ 
pearance. 
Green vegetables, for in­ 
stance, turn brown if overcooked. This 
can be avoided by cooking 
with the 
lid off and for a shorter time. 
With spinach and other greens add 
no w ater other than that which clings 
to the leaves afte r washing. 
The bu­ 
reau decries the practice of putting 


a pinch of baking soda in the vege­ 
table w ater the keep the color. 
This 
destroys the vitamins and tends to 
soften the vegetable and 
make 
it 
mushy. 
The green color will be re­ 
tained if the bureau’s recom m enda­ 
tion of the open 
kettle 
and 
quick 
cooking method is followed. 
Red vegetables, like beets and red 
cabbage, tend to bleed but unlike the 
green ones, acid helps to hold 
the 
color while in an alkali causes it 
to 
fade. 
Yellow skinned onions, white 
cabbage, turnips and celery, though 
alm ost colorless before heating, turn 
yellow in the presence 
of 
alkaline 
w ater. 
Overcooking causes them to 
darken. 
The true yellow vegetables 
like carrots, squash, pumpkin and r u ­ 
tab ag as are stable in ct lor and 
are 
affected neither by acid nor alkali. 
All vegetables soften more or less 
in cooking. 
But they should be cook­ 
ed only long enough to become te n ­ 
der so they will keep as much of their 
original 
texture as 
possible. 
The 
time varies with the vegeetable and 
the method, but, as a rule, vegetables 
require much less cooking than they 
get. 
The bureau suggests that one 
leason some children dislike spinach 
is th a t it is too often cooked to 
a 
mush so that all the chewiness 
has 
disappeared. 
Serve vegetables as soon as they 
are cooked. 
If it is necessary 
for 
them to stand for a time they should 
be removed from the water, no m ai- 
ter how small a quantity, and 
re ­ 
heated quickly just before serving. 


TH IS WEEK IN MO. HISTORY 


(Floyd C. Shoemaker) 


June 23, 1877 is significant in Mis­ 
souri banking circles as the day on 
which the National Bank of the State 
of Missouri at St. Louis was placed 
in the hands of a receiver 
by 
the 
com ptroller of 
the 
United 
States 


Treasury. 
Although when it finally failed this 
bank was 
fundam entally 
changed 
from its organization at its beginning 
in 1837, its failure marked the end of 
“ one of A m erica’s great banks". 
In 
its early days, then 
known 
as 
the 
Bank of the State of Missouri, 
the 
official S tate Bank, this band had set 
standards of sound and conservative 
finance and had played a g reat role 
in the development of 
all 
Missouri 
and the Mississippi Valley. 
The S tate remained in the banking 
business through this banking house 
from 1837 until 1866, but in th at year 
it sold its stock to a syndicate of St. 
Louis headed by Jam es B. Eads, and 
the bank was nationalized. 
This firm continued to do business 
until the bank was placed in the hands 
of a receiver in 1877. 
The Com ptrol­ 
ler’s report on the bank states that 
the cause of its failure was fraudu­ 
lent m anagem ent, excessive loans to 
officers and directors, and 
deprecia­ 
tion of securities. 
Although it was 
the 
undisputed 
leader of Missouri banking affairs in 
1866, and larger than any Western 
bank, having an authorized capital of 
$5,000,000 of which $3,410,000 
was 
paid up, the policy of the bank 
was 
changed by its new owners. 
The National Bank of the State of 
Missouri, though considered by 
the 
public 
as 
still 
conservative, 
was 
known to banking circles as a "plun­ 
g er”, and a delear in speculative in­ 
vestments. 
Among the projects fi­ 
nanced by the bank were included the 
North Missouri Railroad, 
the 
Eads 


Tunnel and Bridge, the Eads Jetties, 
the M erchant’s Exchange, and num ­ 
erous real estate transactions. 
The panic of 1873 was met by the 
National Bank of Missouri by reduc­ 
ing its capital, and cutting down 
its 
circulation by retiring United States 
Bonds. 
Failure was avoided by 
this 
drastic method, but the bank had re­ 
ceived a blow from which it never re ­ 
covered. 
In April, 1877, after publication of 
a statem en t which showed a condi­ 
tion that was none too 
strong, 
the 
bank was investigated by the T reas­ 
ury D epartm ent. 
The T reasury 
ex­ 
am iner found th at the bank held much 
dead paper and about 40 per cent of 
the bank’s capital was gone. 
The 
bank was not ordered closed, but a n ­ 
other and fuller investigation 
was 
planned. 
Cable, in his book, "The Bank 
of 
the S tate of Missouri”, attributes the 
bad condition of the bank in p art to 
the apathy of the stockholders. For 
three years, before the T reasury in­ 
vestigation, meetings had been call­ 
ed, but as a quorum never appeared, 
there was no election of officers. 
Di- 
: videnda had been paid regularly, and 
the stockholders did not take trouble 
to inquire into the status of the bank. 
I 
A ten-day examination of the bank 
; by a com mittee showed the bank was 
I hopelessly insolvent. 
The board 
of 
.directors met June 1D, 1877, and af- 
| ter an all day session, adm itted in- 
’ solvency and asked for a receivership, 
j 
T here was little immediate effect 
j in St. Louis following the closing of 
j the bank. 
The failure was a surprise 
, to the people, but not unexpected to 
j bankers. 
However, 
within 
sixteen 
| months, fourteen banks in St. Louis 
I had closed and a total of twenty-five 
banks in the whole State were closed 
during the same period. 
By 18711, W alter S. Johnston, 
re ­ 
ceiver, reported that 70 per cent di- 
vidiends on approved claims had been 
paid. 
The affairs of the bank were 
finally closed on June 16, 1887, credi­ 
tors being paid 100 per cent with in­ 
terest through E dgar T. Welles, who 
succeeded Johnston 
as receiver 
in 
1885.

THIS WEEK IN MO. HISTORY 


Preceding the first Civil War battle 
in Missouri by only two days, General 
Nathaniel Lyon, commander of 
the 
Department of the West for the Fed­ 
eral government, and his troops, en­ 
tered Jefferson City and took charge 
of the State capital without resistance 
June 15, 1861, the 
anniversary 
of 
which date occurs this week. 
General 
Lyon’s 
campaign 
into 
Central Missouri, leading to the Bat­ 
tle of Boonville on June 17, 1861, and 
resulting in the rout of troops under 
Go veroffrrrffiai borne F. Jackson 
and 
GeneraL-Marling Price, was the an­ 
swer to Jackson’s proclamation call­ 
ing for 50,000 State troops to repel 
the 
Federal 
soldiers 
within 
the 
boundaries of Missouri. 
On June 11, State and Federal rep­ 
resentatives met in St. Louis in 
an 
effort to reach an agreement sought 
by the State, whereby Federal troops 
would be withdrawn from the State 


City. 
Governor Jackson and his of­ 
ficers on the same day had abandon­ 
ed Jefferson City, leaving there by the 
steamer White Cloud for

Tb# common, lowly, warty toad la 
worth ito weight in gold to any farm­ 
er, gardener, or florist says Leonard 
Haaomann, chairman of the depart­ 
ment of entomology of the Missouri 
College of Agriculture. Some grow­ 
ers even stock their 
gardens with 
toads. 
There are few animals so well adap­ 
ted or so efficient In destroying the 
crawling, hopping, and lowdlying in­ 
sect pests as is the toad* No insect 
peat is too small or too large for the 
toad to tackle, and it has even been 
reported that large toads have been 
seen to eat small mice. If those who 
me so ready to kill the toad or who 
incorrectly look upon It as the pro­ 
ducer of warts only 
knew 
how 
many harmful insects toads destroy 
each summer, they weald be 
mere 
ready to protect this animated bag- 
trap. 
No cat after a moose was ever more 
clever than the toad In stalking its 
prey. Approaching the moving prey 
the toad suddenly freezes when 
in 
about two inches 
of It. W ith 
the 
toad’s body 
slightly 
elevated 
and 
head down, the bug disappears so sud­ 
denly it cannot be followed with the 
eye. The toad’s moist, sticlcy tongue, 
which is loose on the back end, 
is 
suddenly thrown forward, strikes its 
prey, and like a rubber band 
is 
so 
quickly drawn back into the mouth 
that it cannot be seen. No insect has 
a chance with such a trap. 
Toads, the same as beneficial birds, 
soon recognize a 
favorable 
feeding 
place and may be seen feeding in the 
same garden or 
lawn 
night 
after 
night. Some persons even claim that 
the toad returns to these same haunts 
year after year. 
Snakes, and 
man 
with his carelessness and oftentimes 
wanton destruction, are the two worst 
'enemies of this great human benefec 
tor. 
Farmers and gardeners in par- 
tiscular should realize the value 
of 
the toad as a destroyer of insect pests. 
Most people are fam iliar with the 
the fact that as the 
spring 
opens 
toads leave their hibernating places 
in the ground and go in search 
of 
ponds or pools of water. 
Then may 
he heard 
the 
spring 
toad 
chours 
which announces the breeding season. 
The common tadpoles are the young 
ofthe toads, and ponds are often lit­ 
erally alive with them. 
As the tad­ 
poles grow their swimming tails low 
ly disappear, 
their 
legs

the small hopping toads leave 
the 
water in search of summer feeding 
grounds where insects are most abun- 
dant.

The important result of this work, 
Collins smys, It the identification of a 
definite type of Nmtches pottery by 
which it may be possible to Meats eth­ 
er sites of this atmage people, virtu­ 
ally exterminated since 17*6. 
Like a new werld “siege of Troy” 
were the events, as described by the 
ethnologist, which led to the destruc­ 
tion of this aboriginal capital in 1730.

The order so astounded the Indians 
that they made no reply. The red men 
were no match for the trained, mus­ 
ket armed soldiers of the French. 
Then tne Indians suddenly rose up, 
massacred the entire male population 
of approximately 250 and took 
the 
women and children as hostages. 
This was the signal for the exter­ 
mination of the Natches. Pursued by 
the vengeful French they were driv­ 
en into the swamps, the women 
re­ 
captured, and the red men slain 
in 
great numbers. 
A few escaped into 
Louisiana, where they merged 
with 
other Indian tribes and disappeared 
from history.

FULTON DEMANDS PIPE LINE 
SELL TO CITY GA8 SYSTEM 


Fulton, Mo., 
June 
19.—The City 
Council last night voted to begin ac­ 
tion to compel the Panhandle Eastern 
Pipe Line Co. to sell natural gas to a 
proposed municipal distribution sys­ 
tem for which an $80,000 bond issue 
was authorised at a special election. 
The first step, token today, 
was 
to 
make formal application by letter to 
the company for a contract for gas 
service. If the company declines, the 
city will appeal to the Missouri Pub­ 
lic Service Commission to determine 
its status and further procedure. 
The vote of the City Council fol­ 
lowed an informal conference between 
city representatives and members of 
the Public 
Service 
Commission 
at 
Jefferson City. Mayor C. A. McPhee- 
ters was acompanied by T. H. Van- 
Sant, Fulton banker, who is chairman 
of a citizens’ committee on the 
gas 
system, and by Ira Burks, a member 
of the City Council. 
The commission, according to May­ 
or McPheeters, told the 
delegation 
that, in case of a refusal by the com­ 
pany to negotiate a contract with the 
city, the commission would take up 
the question of what could be done to 
support the city’s demands. 
At a conference here last week rep­ 
resentatives of the company told the 
Citizens’ Committee that the company 
would “prefer” not 
to deal directly 
with municipalities in the sale 
of 
gas. 
The company spokesman, how­ 
ever, would give no final answer eith­ 
er of consent or refusal. 
The issue, brought out in 
former 
cases, seems to be whether the State 
Commission has jurisdicton ovier pipe 
line companies. The companies claim 
to be interstate carriers and subject 
to regulation only by 
the 
Federal 
Government. As a m atter of practice, 
gas from the pipe lines is being sold 
in cities and towns through distribut­ 
ing companies, which are subsidiaries 
of the pipe line companies or 
hold 
contracts with the pipe line compan­ 
ies. 
This situation enables the pipe line 
companies, in effect, to escape State 
regulation of prices at which 
they 
sell the gag wholesale to their

ARKANSAS BERRIES 
BRING FINE RESULTS 


St Louis, June 19.—'Approximately 
$900,000 wss poured into the pockets 
of strawberry growers in the districts 
of Arkansas and Southern Missouri 
served by the Missouri Pacific Lines 
during the season just drawing to a 
close, according to figures 
released 
here today by John T. Stinson, direc­ 
tor of agricultural development 
for 
the railroad. This figure is based on 
movement of approximately 470 cars 
of strawberries from Arkansas points 
on the Missouri Pacific and approxi­ 
mately 70 cars from southern Mis­ 
souri which netted the growers an av­ 
erage price of $3.75 a crate in Arkan­ 
sas and $3.25 In Missouri, the lower 
price for Missouri berries being ex­ 
plained by the fact that they reach 
the market later. 
Of the Arkansas berries shipped to 
market over the Missouri Pacific, 418 
cars came from White County. Last 
year this county produced 329 cars. 
Acreage in White County is being in­ 
creased and tho county agricultural 
agents predicts that his county will 
ship 1000 cars of stgawberries next 
year, Mr. Stinson said. Other coun­ 
ties also report that plants burned 
out by least year's drouth are being 
replaced thsi year and, in many cases, 
the acreage is being enlarged. These 
plants will come into bearing 
next 
year.

eration of Labor. 
Considering that the resources of 
many families are becoming exhaust­ 
ed, he said the problem 
was “far 
more serious”. 
“Compared with spring 
improve­ 
ment in a prosperous year”, he said, 
“this year’s employment gains have 


been small indeed”. 
He estimated that less than 1,000,- 
000 of the 6,300,000 out of work in 
January had found jobs in industry, 
while counting agriculture, the total 
would be less than 1*500,000. 
“We must begin planning at once, 
if we are to prevent widespread suf­ 
fering”, he said. 
“Before all else is j 
the problem 
of security. 
Workers 
want to know that they can count on 
a job. 
“Without taking undue risk, most 
employers could unquestionably guar­ 
antee work to a certain portion of 
their work force. 
Practically 
every 
employer can estimate the number of 
men he will need for a minimum 
force even In dull seasons. 
“A guarantee of employment to 
even a portion of the country’s work 
forces would help 
business revival 
enormously and bring relief from an­ 
xiety to thousands of workers' fa:n- 
ilias. 
“At present workers are

all they can reserve for fear of losing 
their jobs. They cannot do otherwise, 
for they cannot see ahead. The funds 
they reserve amount to billions 
of 
dollars. 
If they are sure of

Overcooking causes them to 
darken.

affected neither by acid nor alkali. 
All vegetables soften more or less 
in cooking. But they should be cook­ 
ed only long enough to become ten­ 
der so they will keep as much of their

possible.

time varies with the vegeetable and 
the method, but, as a rule, vegetables 
require much less cooking than they 
get. 
The bureau suggests that one

•The vegetable 
plate is always a 
pleasant variation in the 
diet 
but 
right now it begins to take on an 
added importance because local pro­ 
duce is moving to market in increas­ 
ing quantities 
and 
varieties. 
This 
means lower priced vegetables for, al­ 
though fresh vegetables are always 
on sale in large cities 
and 
most 
towns, the price may be beyond 
the 
reach of families who need to econ­ 
omize on their food. 
Potatoes in some form or other 
are the mainstay of most meals and 
the vegetable dinner is no exception. 
The way in which the potatoes 
are 
prepared depends largely 
on 
the 
manner in which the other vegetables 
are to be served. The accompanying 
menu, prepared by the Bureau 
of 
Home Economics of the U. S. Depart­ 
ment of Agriculture, illustrates how 
to take advantage of the oven for the 
dinner meal. 
Since scalloped toma 
toes with salt pokr pr^ t<? be serv 
ed the potatoes are baked. 
Graham 
muffins are appetizing with this par­ 
ticular dinner and they can be baked 
at the same time. 
The other 
vegetable 
is 
spinach, 
chosen not only for its great 
food 
value but also because it is especially 
cheap now. A poached egg is served 
on the spinach, which should be chop­ 
ped fine, seasoned and formed into a 
neRt. The egg is an inexpensive but 
worthwhile addition 
to 
a vegetable 
plate, the bureau points out. It sup­ 
plies the necessary 
protein 
which 
most vegetables lack. 
Aside from the flavor, color, 
and 
variety which vegetables bring to 
a 
meal and which in themselves 
are 
important, they are regarded 
from 
the standpoint of nutrition as 
ex­ 
cellent sources of minerals and vita­ 
mins. The minerals belong to a group 
of substances 
which 
regulate 
the 
functions of the body and help 
to 
build tissues. 
Throughout life 
and 
particularly so during the growing 
period the minerals are essential 
to 
good health. 
Calcium, phosphorous, 
and iron are some of the minerals that 
are found in vegetables and which are 
most likely to be lacking in the av­ 
erage American diet. 
Some adults have to acquire a taste 
for certain vegetables. 
“It is hard 
to teach an old dog new tricks”, but 
comparatively 
easy to 
teach 
the 
young child to like all vegetables. 
A four months old baby can 
have 
strained vegetable soup and two 
or 
three months later 
a thicker 
soup. 
Then sieved vegetables can 
follow. 
In this way a child learsn to like the 
various vegetable flavors before his 
taste is highly developed and while his 
food habits are being formed. 
The 
aim 
in cooking 
vegetables 
should be to increase their palatabi! 
ity, retaining as much of the natur­ 
al flavor, texture, and food value as 
is possible. 
In their natural colors 
and shapes vegetables look appetiz­ 
ing. Improper cooking, unfortunately 
may often change their 
whole 
ap 
pearance. 
Green vegetables, for in 
stance, turn brown if overcooked. This 
can be avoided by cooking 
with the 
lid off and for a shorter time. 
With spinach and other greens add 
no water other than that which clings 
to the leaves after washing.

June 23, 1877 is significant in Mis­ 
souri banking circles as the day on 
which the National Bank of the State 
of Missouri at St. Louis was placed 
in the hands of a receiver 
by 
the 
comptroller of 
the 
United 
States 
Treasury. 
Although when it finally failed this 
bank was 
fundamentally 
changed 
from its organization at its beginning 
in 1837, its failure marked the end of 
"one of America’s great banks”. 
In 
its early days, then 
known 
as 
the 
Bank of the State of Missouri, 
the 
official State Bank, this band had set 
standards of sound and conservative 
finance and had played a great role 
in the development of 
all 
Missouri 
and the Mississippi Valley. 
The State remained in the banking 
business through this banking house 
from 1837 until 1866, but in that year 
it sold its stock to a syndicate of St. 
Louis headed by James B. Eads, and 
the bank was nationalized. 
This firm continued to do business 
until the bank was placed in the hands 
of a receiver in 1877. The Comptrol­ 
ler’s report on the bank states that 
the cause of its failure was fraudu­ 
lent management, excessive loans to 
officers and directors, and 
deprecia­ 
tion of securities. 
Although it was 
the 
undisputed 
leader of Missouri banking affairs in 
1866, and larger than any Western 


There was little immediate effect 
in St. Louis following the closing of 
the bank. The failure was a surprise 
to the people, but not unexpected to 
bankers. 
However, 
within 
sixteen 
j months, fourteen banks in St. Louis 
| had closed and a total of twenty-five 
banks in the whole State were closed 
during the same period. 
By 1879, Walter S. Johnston, 
re­ 
ceiver, reported that 70 per cent di- 
vidiends on approved claims had been 
paid. 
The affairs of the bank were 
finally closed on June 16, 1887, credi­ 
tors being paid 100 per cent with in­ 
terest through Edgar T. Welles, who
